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The 47th Annual Convention 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


S reported in the World last time, the Madison con- 
A vention went on record in favor of continuing the 

promotion of breed activities as agressively as pos- 
sible, rejecting all proposals to lower the fees for registry 
and transfer. Temporary relief in the matter of registra- 
tion of animals past one year of age was voted in the 
adoption of the Mott resolution providing for the sus- 
pension of the age penalty fee for registration during the 
balance of 1932. The plan for deferred registration with 
birth reports of females was put over for another year for 
further study by a special committee in the meantime and 
in the hope that the financial picture may be more clearly 
cefined by that time. A saving in expense to the Associa- 
tion was voted in the matter of cost of railroad fare of 
delegates, which the Association pays, by basing the repre- 
sentation upon the active members of the Association 
rather than the total number of life memberships. This 
plan will reduce the number of delegates from the present 
figure of around 200 to about 125. The convention also 
voted to discontinue reporting 7-day tests after the con- 
clusion of the present year, this action being taken unani- 
mously, following several years of discussion while this 
form of testing has been on the wane. Several new faces 
appear on the Board of Officers. These include J. Homer 
Remsberg of Maryland as vice president in place of Frank 
S. Walker of Virginia; Martin Sheridan Jr., of New Jersey, 
as director for four years in place of Harry Yates of New 
York; and John A. Carroll of Illinois and Fred J. South- 
cott of Wisconsin to fill out the unexpired terms of Hon. 
Frank O. Lowden of Illinois and J. P. Riordan of Wis- 
consin, whose resignations were received by the Board 
at its meeting on May 30. President L. M. Thompson of 
Pennsylvania was reelected and the Board reappointed 
Houghton Seaverns as Secretary-Treasurer and H. W. 
Norton Jr., as Superintendent of Advanced Registry.

The convention was called to order promptly at 10 
o’clock on Wednesday, June 1, by President Thompson. 
The Committee on Elections reported 200 delegates elected 
from forty-six states, the District of Columbia and Canada, 
and H. W. Norton, Jr., Chairman of the Committee on 
Credentials and Permanent Membership, reported 184 
delegates seated in the convention, representing districts 
carrying 198 votes, the districts of Nevada and Canada 
having no delegates present from among those elected. 
These were present from 44 States and the District of 
Columbia. 

The reports of the officers and standing committees 
were distributed in printed form, but the custom of 
previous years was followed out in the presentation of 
brief summaries of these reports, Secretary Seaverns re- 
porting for his department and the treasurer’s office, Supt. 
Norton for the Advanced Registry Department, and E. M. 
Clark for the Extension Service. As these reports have 
appeared in full in the World, we will not take the space 
for presenting the summaries here. Following the pre- 
sentation and adoption of these reports, President Thomp- 
son paid a tribute to the way in which the department 
heads and employees of the Association have carried on 
during the past year. 





A. C. Oosterhuis, Chairman of the Committee on Ad- 
vanced Registry Rules, reported briefly on the changes 
and revisions suggested by his Committee and which had 
already been approved by the Board of Directors, which 
under the by-laws is in charge of setting up of rules cover- 
ing the Advanced Registry Department. In brief, these 
revisions provide that no adjustments of records to a 
mature basis shall be published in the Blue Book or Red 
Book but that the Supt. of Advanced Registry work out 
a table of equivalents based upon the average records of 
our breed which will be available for breeders in making 
their own adjustments. All records of 150 days or over 
are to be published. Requirements for admission to Ad- 
vanced Registry are to be based upon flat six-months inter- 
vals instead of being computed to the actual age in days 
as previously has been done. Qualifying for the ten months’ 
division, in cases of abortion, the calf must have been 
carried at least 200 days to satisfy the calving require 
ment. In connection with the yearly division, a statement 
of days the calf was carried during the record is to be 
published. Records in the Red Book sire list are to be 
published on a lactation period basis for herds in this test 
more than one year. No 7-day records are to be listed in 
the Honor Roll for 1932, which action forecast the later 
vote of the convention in abolishing the 7-day division en- 
tirely after December 31, 1932. These revisions in the 
rules are embodied in the new Advanced Register Hand 
Book and are available from Supt. Norton. The con- 
vention accepted the report and voted to discharge the 
committee with thanks for its efforts. 

The first resolution in the Call to be considered was 
that of W. H. Mott, of Kansas. This was explained by Dr. 
Mott as a relief measure for breeders who might have 
animals over one year of age that they desired to register. 
This resolution suspends the age penalty fee for registra- 
tion of females until January 1, 1932. This amounts to a 
saving of $1 per head for members and $2 for non-mem- 
bers. After some comment by Messrs Noyes of New York, 
Craig of Pennsylvania and Irwin of Minnesota, the resolu- 
tion was put to a vote and carried with a few scattering 
votes cast in the negative. 


The next resolution was sponsored by the Board of 
Directors of Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association and 
offered in the name of J. G. Hays, Secretary, suggesting 
the appointment of a committee to study the subject of 
selective registration of males on the basis of requiring 
Advanced Registry records for the dam and to prohibit 
registration of bulls from dams testing under 3%. Mr. 
Hays explained the matter briefly and was supported by 
T. S. Gold of Connecticut with the provision that the sug- 
gested study be made at no expense to the Association. 
S T Wood, of New York, opposed the idea, mentioning the 
fact that this system would have debarred from registra- 
tion such famous sires as Hengerveld De Kol. The idea 


evidently did not appeal to the delegates, who voted down 
the resolution by a substantial majority. 


The next item to be considered was the proposal of 
the Board of Directors to change the basis of delegate 
representation on a count of active members rather than 
Mr.

plained the reasons for this proposal and gave some 
interesting figures showing the growth in the size of the 
convention from year to year with the corresponding in 
crease in expense to the Association in payment of rail- 
road fare of delegates. The proposal, as it came before 
the convention, was to adopt as a basis of representation 
in the election of delegates, one for each district and one 
additional for each 200 active members or major fraction 
thereof. This was a slight change from the original figure 
of one to 300, and it is estimated that this will result in 
conventions of about 125 delegates. C. W. Wray, of Illinois, 
called attention to the need of changing the districts so 
that groups of the smaller states would be included in 
single districts because of the fact that some of the 
southern states, particularly, have such a limited number 
of active members that the expense of sending a delegate 
from each of these states amounts to much more than 
the gross revenue from their registrations during the year. 
Mr. Brownell, of New York, presented some statistics in- 
dicating that the larger states would be the greatest losers 
in number of delegates under this plan. Mr. MecLaury, of 
New York, then offered a resolution to lay the whole 
matter on the table, coupling with it a request that the 
Board of Directors study and report to the next conven- 
tion an equitable plan of reapportionment of the special 
election districts. Mr. Wray, in supporting this resolution, 
urged the need of a thorough study of the subject before 
action is taken and pointed out that with the convention 
going to Chicago in 1933 undoubtedly special rates would 
be in effect from the railroads so that the reduction in 
size of the convention would not be so essential for another 
year. Mr. Irwin of Minnesota expressed his belief that 
action should be taken immediately to make the saving 
that would result. Mr. Oosterhuis of Wisconsin suggested 
giving the Board authority to make such a study of a re- 
districting plan with power to act, but Mr. McLaury ex- 
pressed his belief that this was something the delegates 
should decide for themselves. Mr. Dolcini of California 
stated his belief that each State should have a vote, no 
matter how small, and Mr. Moscrip argued that the amend- 
ment would give the same proportion of representation to 
each district and that the savings that would result from 
the adoption of the amendment should be made at once. 
Mr. Brownell then pointed out that the smaller states 
would have no material reduction in their delegate repre- 
sentation but that reductions would come principally from 
larger states. He expressed the view that the big states 
would do well to look out for their own interests in this 
matter. Mr. Allyn, of Illinois stated that after listening 
to the men from small states he believed that about the 
best extension work we can do is to bring these men 
from the small states into the convention where they can 
carry home a better understanding of the work the Asso- 


ciation is trying to do and in the belief that these sections 
offer a further field for expansion. On a viva voce vote, 
the chair was in doubt but upon a standing vote the reso- 
lution to table was clearly lost and the convention then 
proceeded to adopt the Reynolds amendment to base the 
delegate system upon the number of active members. 

Upon the adoption of this amendment, the amendment 
of Albert B. Craig of Pennsylvania, which would provide 
for the payment of one-half the railroad fare of delegates, 
was withdrawn as the mover felt that his original purpose 
had been accomplished through the adoption of the other 
plan in the reduction of expenses. 

The two proposals by Secretary Houghton Seaverns re- 
lating principally to office procedure in the matter of 
notifying western delegates of their election and in the 
matter of receiving applications at member’s rates when 
signed by members even though the aplications are filed 
by non-members, were adopted after brief explanation. 

The proposal of Thorvald Sorensen, secretary of Polk 
County Holstein-Friesian Association of Wisconsin, to 
extend the term of limited co-partnership memberships 
from ten years to twenty years was adopted upon motion 
of H. G. Miller, of Minnesota. A. L. Jones, of Michigan, 
offered an amendment to include corporations as well as 
co-partnerships in this amendment but Judge Kellogg 
pointed out that other sections of the by-laws covered the 
subject with respect to corporations, public institutions, 
etc., and J. P. Riordan explained that this amendment was 
intended to apply only to partnerships, primarily fathers 
and sons, after which the amendment was adopted as 
originally offered. 

The proposal of L. E. Moh, of Wisconsin, to change the 
transfer fees to a flat fifty-cent fee was lost unanimously 
without discussion. 

The proposal of John A. Bell, Jr., of Pennsylvania, to 
reduce the transfer fees to a base of $1 and to discontinue 
the check-off arrangement by which fifty cents from each 
transfer fee is returned to the state association from 
which it originates, was emphatically lost. There was 
no discussion other than a brief explanation by Mr. Bell 
as this matter had been thoroughly discussed in the open 

rum session Tuesday and this left no doubt as to where 
the delegates stood in this matter. 

Following action upon the Bell amendment, Prof. H. H. 
Wing of New York moved that the remaining amendments 
relating to fees be rejected but as the Wisconsin mora- 
torium plan had been withdrawn in favor of the Mott 
plan, this resolution offered by Prof. Wing covered only 
the Craig amendments relating to reduction of registration 
fees. The Wing resolution to reject these changes was 
carried with Mr. Craig alone voting in the negative. 

Mr. Noyes explained briefly the amendment relating to 
deferred registration. Mr. Noyes estimated that this plan

would reduce the income of the Association a total of 
approximately $45,000 for the balance of this year and the 
three years following and would be a relief measure to 
breeders in that amount as well as providing a construc- 
tive addition to our system of registration. It appeared, 
however, that some additional changes in the by-laws, 
would have to be made in order to permit animals for 
which birth reports had been filed under this system to be 
entered in Advanced Registry test, as the rules provide 
this test is open only to animals registered in our Herd 
Book. In view of the financial aspect, as well as the pos- 
sibility of other slight changes in the by-laws to take care 
of this system of birth reports and deferred registration, 
the whole matter was laid on the table upon motion of 
J. P. Riordan of Wisconsin, and the President authorized 
to appoint a committee to study the subject in further 
detail before the next convention. President Thompson 
later appointed Messrs. Seaverns, Noyes, and Prescott to 
serve on this committee. 


The amendment offered by J. G. Hays of Michigan to 
give half fees for animals with records in Advanced 
Register or Herd Test or offspring of such animals, was 
referred to the same committee for study. 

Just before the noon recess, Director W. H. Mott moved 
a resolution requesting the Secretary to send a telegram 
to Frank Price, of the World, expressing the good wishes 
of the convention and regret at his inability to be present. 
This was adopted by a rising vote. 

Following the noon recess, former president, A. A. 
Hartshorn, of New York, paid a tribute to Superintendent 
Emeritus Malcolm H. Gardner, who was present with 
Mrs. Gardner. Mr. Elder then announced that his proposal 
to limit the place of holding the annual convention to a 
radius of 1,000 miles of the city of Chicago was. with- 
drawn. This completed the formal business as listed in 
the Call. 

Under the head of new business, Mr. Noyes brought up 
the question of returning to the form of combination cer- 
tificates, which was used for a short period by the Asso- 
ciation some twenty years ago. Under this plan, the trans- 
fers would be recorded directly upon the certificate of 
registration, a form that many other breed associations 
are now using. Prof. Wing moved that the directors be 
authorized to change to the combination certificate form 
at their discretion, after Secretary Seaverns pointed out 
that it would be desirable to use up the supply of blank 
certificate forms now cn hand. J. G. Hays of Michigan 
suggested the possibility of including a three-generation 
outline pedigree on the registration certificate and-T. S. 
Gold of Connecticut, and others expressed their approval 
of the idea of the combinaticn form of certificate. Paul 
MeNish recalled the earlier period when this form was 
used, stating that he found it very inconvenient, and

George Smith of Massachusetts called attention to the pos- 
sible inconvenience for a dealer who sells cattle on time. 
The Wing resolution however, was carried. 

Then came the resolution to discontinue the 7-day test 
as a separate division. This resolution was offered by A. 
C. Oosterhuis at the request of the Board of Directors. 
This read as follows: 

Whereas, 7-day records have decreased to a point 
where they are no longer a factor in breed improve- 
ment, resolved that these tests be discontinued at 
the end of 1932. 

This resolution was carried unanimously after ex- 
planation that only fourteen 7-day tests had been com- 
pleted so far in the present year. Following this resolu- 
tion, T. S. Gold asked for a rising vote of thanks to our 
Wisconsin hosts for their hospitality, and this, of course, 
was accorded. 

Election of Officers 

Next order of business was the election of officers. 
President Thompson had previously appointed a nominat- 
ing committee consisting of Messrs. A. J. Glover of Wis- 
consin, D. W. McLaury of New York, H. W. Cave of 
Kansas, Emil Youngquist of Washington, V. S. Culver of 
New Hampshire, Dr. A. I. Bell of Maryland, John R. Logan 
of Illinois. Mr. Glover presented the report of the com- 
mittee. Dr. L. M. Thompson of Pennsylvania was 
unanimously reelected as president; J. Homer Remsberg, 
Middletown, Maryland, was nominated and unanimiously 
elected as vice president in place of Frank S. Walker of 
Virginia, who has held this office for the past two years. 
The committee nominations for directors for the four-year 
term were H. V. Noyes of New York, W. H. Mott of Kansas 
and Harry Yates of New York to succeed themselves; 
Jacob Luscher of Oregon to succeed E. S. Hass of Cali- 
fornia; also F. J. Southcott of Wisconsin for the unex- 
pired term of Hon. Frank O. Lowden. Following this 
report on nominations for directors, nominations from the 
floor were in order, and M. H. Keeney of New Jersey 
nominated Martin J. Sheridan, Jr., Lebanon, N. J., for the 
four-year term. 

This precipitated some discussion as to the method of 
procedure in the election. While this was in progress 
John B. Irwin of Minnesota moved that the Secretary cast 
one ballot for Jacob Luscher of Oregon on the ground that 
as Mr. Luscher was to represent the West Coast district 
he should be considered as having no competition for the 
office. The Chair ruled this motion out of order and F. W. 
Atkeson of Idaho appealed from this ruling and by vote 
cf the convention, the ruling was reversed. The Irwin 
motion was then put and carried with a few dissenting 
votes. J. P. Riordan of Wisconsin then moved, and H. W. 
Allyn of Illinois seconded, that H. V. Noyes through his

Ti ITH deepest sorrow we have to report that on Monday, June 13, in the Hospital 


own home. The fundamental cause of death was a chronic kidney malady which became 
acute, and attended with a number of complications. While his condition had been 
recognized for some months as serious, it was only during the final two weeks that 


real alarm was felt as to its immediate critical nature. He fought the good fight, but 
the odds were too great. 


It is with a heavy heart I write this brief sketch. During fourteen years of 


close association with Frank Price in the management of the WORLD, and two years 
before that as a competitor, a unique relationship has been cemented—love for a 
great heart that rose above all petty things—respect for a business judgment that was 
keen and far-seeing—admiration for a fighting spirit that never compromised a prin- 


ciple—absolute trust in an integrity that knew no limit. He was rich in the friend- 


ships he made, a fact that was strikingly illustrated at the recent convention in Madi- 
son when his absence was noted by a rising vote, instructing the Secretary to trans- 


mit to him the greetings and good wishes of that body—even though none of us at 
that time suspected that the end of the road was so close at hand. He was human, 
above all else, and his unfailing sense of humor was the delight of his friends and as- 
sociates. “Roughage’’, for some years a popular feature of the WORLD, typified in 
whimsical humor his attitude toward the self-righteous and self-important in our in- 
dustry. 


Frank Price was born August 17, 1855, at Liverpool, N. Y., the oldest son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry T. Price. They still reside on the farm where Frank was born. He 
was educated in the Liverpool schools, and later attended Cornell University, but did 
not complete the course, returning home to enter the profession of journalism in con- 
nection with a chain of local newspapers in the region suburban to Syracuse. In 1911, 
he married Mabel Hamlin, and has since resided in Baldwinsville, just outside Syracuse. 
To them were born three children, Richard, now a student at Cornell and his father’s 
dearest pal; and two daughters, Alice and Dorothy, now in high school. The imme- 
diate family, both parents and a brother and sister survive him. 


His connection with the Holstein industry, aside from his early experiences on 
the farm, dates back to the fall of 1915 when he became editor of the Holstein-Friesian 
World. In August 1918, upon the merger of the Black and White Record with the 
WORLD, the editorial duties were assumed by the undersigned, and the subject of this 
sketch took over the responsibilities of business manager, which division of labor has 
been maintained until interrupted now, nearly fourteen years later, by the Grim Reaper. 
It has been a period of close association that I shall always treasure in memory. 


In local community affairs, as would be expected, Frank Price has done his part 
well. He served for years as a school director for his supervisory district, has long 
been an enthusiastic Rotarian, and a worker in the Chamber of Commerce. He was 
also a 32° Mason, and a Noble of the Mystic Shrine. He served a term as Patron 
of the Eastern Star in his home chapter. An enthusiastic and proficient golfer, he loved 
all forms of outdoor sports, and his greatest delight during the vacation season was 
to pack up for a combination camping, fishing and golfing trip, with his whole fam- 
ily joining in the enterprise. 


But in the words of Tennyson, “God’s finger touched him, and he slept”— 
taken in the prime of life, with his normal years of greatest 5 seryloowatill Aefore him.

'M. S. P. 
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The Convention 


HE spirit of the Madison convention was quite reassur- 
: ing in the refusal of the delegates to be stampeded 
into any program of drastic reductions in fees that 
would result in embarrassing the financial program of the 
Association, or which would further hamper its program 
for the breed. While recognizing the existing problems of 
the individual breeder, the very general feeling among the 
delegates appeared to be that our schedule of fees is 
already moderate in comparison with the charges made 
by other breed associations for the same service, and 
recognized that a saving of a dollar or two on the busi- 
ness done by the average breeder would not be of any par- 
ticular amount in lightening his burden but in the aggre- 
gate would mean a great deal to the whole program of the 
Association. In this view, we concur entirely. 


We would have been glad to see some adjustment of 
the penalty fees for transfer while this subject was up, 
but suggestions along this line met with no great response 
of a favorable nature from the delegates who seemed to 
feel that breeders who took care of their business promptly 
in a business-like way could avcid payment of these extra 
penalties and that the whole subject might well be left 
as it is. 

The one exception, of course, was the adoption of the 
resolution by Dr. Mott to provide for a suspension of regis- 
try fee penalties for females for the balance of the present 
year to permit owners to catch up on registration of any 
females they might have which for one reason or another 
had gotten by the minimum age of one year without being 
registered. Mr. Noyes estimated that on the basis of 
numbers registered in 1931, this would result in a loss of 
about $8,000 to the Association through waiving the 
penalty fee, which amount would be offset by any in- 
creased number of registrations at the minimum fee that 
might come in during this period. We hope it will be 
widely used, but do not look for any great rush of breeders 
to take advantage of it because of the comparatively small 
sum that would be saved—$1 on each animal for members 
and $2 for non-members. In any event, it is a gesture of 
good will. 


We were not too greatly disappointed that the proposi- 
tion for Deferred Registration with birth reports of heifer 
calves was tabled until the next convention for further 
study. As we have stated before, we believe that such a 
system would be a constructive addition to our present 
system of registration but it would cause some disloca- 
tion of the financial picture of the Association and we are 
entirely willing to have it put over until the general situa- 
tion may be a little more clearly defined. 

We were not so well pleased with the action taken in 
the matter of reapportionment of delegates. The principle 
of basing representation upon the number of active mem- 
bers instead of the whole number of life members is un- 
doubtedly sound, but we do have some question about the 
equity of making each state a separate election district 
entitled to one delegate regardless of the number of breed- 
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ers within its borders when we have some states with as 
lew as three active members listed. The whole Subject 
should be very thoroughly studied before any plan is 
adopted that would combine any number of states into a 
single district because there are many problems in Con- 
nection with such a program, but with the 1933 COnvep. 
‘ion going to Chicago and with the attractive railroad 
rates that will undoubtedly be in effect in connection with 
the Century of Progress Exposition, no great harm woulq 
have been done to the finances of the Association if the 
present system had been continued for another year anq 
a well considered plan for reapportionment brought in at 
the convention in 1933. 

We are not particularly concerned with the politics 
involved through loss of delegates in the older, larger 
states that will result from this plan but it appears to ys 
at this time as though the Association could make a ¢op. 
siderable saving in the number of delegates, whose rail. 
road fare it will have to pay by grouping certain of the 
smaller states into districts and making further reductions 
in total number of delegates, while still giving representa. 
tion all sections of the country. 

There may be some points to the argument that with 
delegates coming from these states the Association has 
contact there that is valuable as an extension agency, but 
from the fact that there are about seven southern states 
which have now a total of from two to seven active mem. 
bers, each, with a total of thirty-one for the seven states, 
it would not seem that this system as it has operated for 
the past ten years has been very productive of increased 
interest in those sections. Doubtless more will be heard 
on this subject next year. 

In the vote for Directors, the convention paid a won. 
derful tribute to H. V. Noyes of New York, by giving him 
190.6 votes out of a possible 195 for re-election, striking 
recognition of the fact that his soundly conservative judg- 
ment in matters financial as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee and as a member of the Executive and Exten- 
sion Committees is appreciated by the membership, in 
spite of petty criticisms and that he is regarded by the 
membership as a representative on the Board, not alone 
of New York State but of the whole United States. 

The New Directors 

A number of new names appear in the list of Directors, 
following this election. Martin Sheridan, Jr., Lebanon, 
New Jersey, is the youngest member of the Board in point 
of years. He has been breeding Holsteins at his Blossom 
Hill Farm for the past ten years or more and has developed 
a herd of outstanding producing ability and along with it 
has been particularly successful in the marketing of his 
special Holstein milk at retail. He is recognized 1s a real 
leader in his own state in behalf of the whole dairy in- 
dustry and has served for a number of years as a member 
and vice president of the New Jersey Dairy Advisory Com- 
mittee which plays an important part in shaping dairy 
legislation in that state. We were particularly glad to see 
him appointed to the Extension Committee as he will 
bring a valuable view point to the work of this department. 

Jacob Luscher, Fairview, Oregon, the other new mem- 
ber of the Board elected for a full four-year term, is one 
of the best known and best loved breeders in Oregon. A 
native of Switzerland, he has been oustandingly success- 
ful in developing a high class herd and also in the milk 
marketing end of the business. A trip to the Pacific In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition is not regarded as com- 
plete unless it concludes the delightful entertainment 
afforded by Mr. and Mrs. Luscher at their farm home on 
the outskirts of Portland. 

John A. Carroll, who will serve for the unexpired term 
of Hon. Frank O. Lowden, resigned, is a banker in Chicago 
and a dynamic force in the business life of that city. He 
takes great pride in his herd of Holsteins at Hyde Park, 
Palos Park, Ill in the suburbs of Chicago, and his herd has 
the distinction of being headed by the famous South 
African Friesian bull, Colonies Plaats Jewel, who comes 
nearer to direct Holland blood than any other bull in the 
United States. He has long been a booster for the breed 
and the Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association. 

Fred J. Southcott, who fills out the unexpired term of 
J. P. Riordan, of Wisconsin, is a well known figure in the 
Holstein industry. For some years, he has been superin- 
tendent of Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, following similar 
connections with the famous Hollyhock Farms of the same 
state. He has served several terms as president of the 
Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Association and is thoroughly 
familiar with the problems of the industry today. 
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National Type Sale Cancelled 


WIRE from Melin-Petersen Company under date of 
A June 10 advises that because of existing conditions 

the National Type Sale, originally scheduled to be 
held at Minnesota State Fair Grounds on July 15, has been 
cancelled. Breeders who had been contemplating offering 
consignments or making purchases of show animals from 
this annual sale classic, will please take note of this 
announcement. The Melin-Petersen Company we think 
has acted wisely in this matter as breeders at present in 
general must prefer to retain their better animals for the 
further improvement and development of their own herds 
than to subject them to the mercies of a public auction at 
this time, while from the standpoint of the sale manage- 
ment, the National Type Sale has received such a fine 
reputation for the quality of the offerings it has contained 
in the past that it would be most unfortunate to carry out 
a sale event of lesser quality under this name. 

Under present conditions we have distinctly a buyer's 
market and unless necessity compels the conversion of 
these better breeding animals into cash, it is undoubtedly 
a better thing both for the industry and the individual 
breeders concerned to retain these better animals for the 
advancement of their own herds. The advice to cull herds 
closely which has been given on so many occasions for the 
past several years, still stands as a sound policy, but the 
proper market for these animals is the block rather than 
through the public sale as breeding animals.

RMSBY SENSATION 45th 442551 has been making 
O history for a number of years and now attains 
further prominence by being announced as the lead- 
ing Honor List sire for the year 1931, when his daughters 
made Advanced Registry records entitling him to 117 
Honor List points. These daughters won two first places 
on the list, one second, two fourths and one fifth, with 
only ten daughters tested during the year, three in short- 
time and seven in Class C of the long-time divisions. The 
seven Class C records showed an average test of 3.81%, 
three of them being 4% or better and two others 3.9%. 
The daughters included in the above list were all de- 
veloped and most of them bred by R. E. Eddy, Poultney, 
Vt., where this sire was in service for a number of years. 
In December 1930 Mr. Eddy, having only a small herd 
and that consisting mostly of daughters of Ormsby Sensa- 
tion 45th, consigned him to the Earlville Sale, where he 
was purchased by C. Heurich, Jr. for his Bellevue Farms 
at Hyattsville, Md. The following year a half interest in 
Ormsby Sensation 45th was purchased by New Jersey Ex- 
periment Station and he was put in service in an experi- 
mental herd of 280 head of Holsteins at Beemerville, N. J., 
where under the auspices of the Turner Institute of Re- 
search and experiment is being conducted to determine the 
practicability of breeding up the butterfat test of Hol- 
stein cattle, by using sires that have proven their ability 
to sire high testing daughters. 

As his name indicates, Ormsby Sensation 45th is a son 
of Ormsby Sensation, the oldest son of Wisconsin Fobes 
dth by her own sire, Sir P. O. M. 37th. He was bred by 
Julius Schmid at Beaver Dam Stock Farm, Montgomery, 
N. Y. and is from Shady Maple King Pontiac Hockster, 
who was a 35-lb. cow and one of the grand old breeding 
matrons at Beaver Dam. 

In 1927, Ormsby Sensation 45th was first prize three- 
year-old at New York State Fair and since that date his 
daughters have won many high show ring honors at this 
and other great shows of the East, including first prize 
Get of Sire at most of the leading shows of New England 
as well as many individual firsts and seconds. His 1931 
Get was undefeated all through the East over a strong 
circuit. For several vears past, his daughters in the Eddy 
herd have been breaking State Records and occasionally 
a National Record in Class C. None of his daughters tested 
have fallen below 35% and most cf them range from 3.8 
to well over 4%.

MILK STANDARDIZATION DISCUSSED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Liberal credit, to my way of thinking, is due our New 
York State Committee on Standardization, and as sug- 
gested at the New York State Holstein meeting by Prof. 
Wing, particularly its secretary, Mr. Prescott, Editor of 
the World, for work to date. By resolution at this meet- 
ing the committee’s work, happily for the cause, was con- 
tinued for another year. We hope the same efficient 
committee with substantially the same personnel will con- 
tinue their most commendable efforts. 

The matter is complexed at best, but is equally im- 
portant to Holstein breeders and to dairymen generally. 
In fact it appears as a challenge. 

We are advised that standardization even now is 
actually being practiced to a very considerable extent, 
the average fat of pure breds being about 3.4% while, as 
recalled, the average of the milk distributed in New York 
is around 3.8%. But suppose the law against taking any- 
thing from the milk as produced should be enforced; 
while at the same time our markets continue to demand 
a higher cream line than Holstein milk will give. What 
then would Holstein dairymen do with their milk? 

Personally I do not think it should be permitted by 
statute or otherwise, for a producer to practice the un- 
sanitary method of sucking or siphoning milk out of a 
can through a tube and then sending the balance subjected 
to such possibility, even grave danger, of contamination to 
market to be consumed by babies among others, whether 
pasteurized or not. 

But what genuine objection can be honestly urged 
against a statute authorizing milk processers under proper 
sanitary precautions and other protective measures to do 
legally what now they are understood to be doing illegally, 
namely: raise the cream line in the milk bottle to meet 
the consumers’ demand. We are mistaken if we think 
we can succeed in fighting the public. And their demand 
‘or the moment at least is for a higher cream line than 
the average in the Holstein milk bottle. 
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By no stretch of the imagination, furthermore, can 
standardization effectually be accomplished through guess 
work at the farm by force milking. Such idea is exploded 
completely in actual practice as applied to varied demands 
and conditions. Too many obstacles interfere, the least 
of these are not the extra work, excessive waste and at- 
tendant cost. 

Shall we as breeders and dairymen admit that the 
Holstein milk we produce is not merchantable and that 
it or any part of it must be used up on the premises where 
produced or thrown away in order to render the balance 
commercially salable. Such an idea is unsound and pre- 
posterous, at least to most of us who are charged with 
the execution of the work and expense attending milk 
production. 

We are not willing to admit that the future of our 
favorite breed hangs dangling on such a precarious prac- 
tice: At present the popularity of the Holstein cow justly 
proves her merit. The true test of a dairy cow is which 
will produce the most combined milk, butter, cheese and 
beef on a given amount of food consumed. By this test 
we have long maintained that she has demonstrated over 
and over again her superiority above all others. 

Moreover, cream as such, long has been a matter of 
mathematical calculation and mechanical process regard- 
ing which no change can be foreseen. It is estimated 
that 80% of the milk in our market is produced by Hol- 
stein pure bred and grade producers. 

So, respecting the Holstein cow the public at large 
is vitally concerned that she is not denied her just place 
in the economic scheme of our business activities. Not- 
withstanding this all, we must be intelligently alert and 
energetic to see that the sleeping lion being aroused does 
not devour us. Moreover, if our recommendations are well 
reasoned their soundness will recommend them, and the 
truth of the matter will ultimately prevail. Fortunately 
the New York Health Commissioner is not adamant 
against us, but rather at this time disposed to cooperate. 
He has already outlined as acceptable certain require- 
ments which he apparently sincerely feels should be com- 
plied with in the interest of the public health. Some of 
these recommendations appear indeed commendable and 
none are altogether unreasonable or difficult to comply 
with. 

Therefore, the suggestion is that the New York County 
clubs give this matter consideration at early meetings to 
the end that the committee be backed up in what they 
are attempting to do for us as breeders and dairymen, as 
well as our consumers in the New York Milk Shed.

A MICHIGAN COMMENT 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read your articles on selective registration and 
sure enjoyed them, and now I would like to express the 
opinion of what is called the small breeder. I think Jim 
Hays has some very good ideas but, of course, I don’t 
always agree with Jim. 

In the first place, if only tested cows could be 
registered, I am sure we would soon eliminate all of us 
so-called smaller breeders—I mean men who are milking 
cows for a living, taking the price of dairy products for the 
past year, which has been ruinous. 

I will cite my own case, and can cite several more. I 
am at present milking eleven cows. We are on a base-sur- 
plus plan. The company which I sell to used the months 
of September, October and November for base setting, 
using the amount of milk produced in the three months 
divided by 91 to give the daily average, and then using 
70% of the daily average for base finding. This was too 
much milk and cut our base back to 65% of that. That is, 
my daily average production was 321 lbs., 70% of 321 was 
225 lbs., then using 65% of 225, leaving 146 lbs. for my 
daily base. What is that for eleven cows when three 
cows would more than fill it? The rest of the milk we 
have to sell at surplus price, which is the average of 92 
score butter, Chicago. Then we have the hauling out, 
which is twenty-five cents per hundred, or making it cost 
us 7 cents a pound for 3.5% milk, getting our butterfat 
hauled to market, besides giving them the skim milk. So 
the majority skim our surplus but the most of us having 
nothing much to do with the skim milk, so we cannot 
figure it worth much. At present butterfat is worth around 
twenty cents. 

Now, I cannot see the use of trying to produce a whole 
lot of milk when you might say there isn’t any sale, and T 
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say if you cannot afford to buy protein feed so as to Make 
them pay and give your cows the chance that the Other 
fellow gives his cows, why test? A man can keep his own 
milk records without paying a tester to come, when he jg 
not trying to make a big record or even records that ar, 
good, creditable records. I suppose some will say, Why 
don’t you sell some? Why sell them? I have for eleva, 
years been trying to build up a herd of twenty coy, 
and have only nineteen head of females—eleven coy, 
and the rest heifers. The first pure bred cow I boughy 
had eight calves—seven bulls and one heifer. The ney 
one had two heifers and one bull, when I lost her. Th 
next one had four heifers and one bull when she be 
came a non-breeder. The next one dropped eight calvg 
—two heifers and six bulls. One year when I wag 
working a place on shares we had seventeen cows drop 
calves with only four heifers. Had six pure bred cows 
at that time and got two heifers. This past year I have 
had thirteen calves and got three heifers. Never any one 
year have I had an even break on heifer or bulls, bulls 
always in the majority. 

Now here is what I would suggest to better the breed: 
first, stop knocking; second, boost whenever possible: 
third, not have any heifers registered until they haye 
proven their ability; fourth, try and help your neighbor 
or fellow-breeder—if you haven’t got what he wants, try 
and help him get it; fifth, and this is one big rule, stop 
filling pedigrees with records of ancestors so remote that 
they don’t carry enough of their blood to hardly say g0, 
This is where so many young breeders get in wrong. They 
look it over and they see a few records and think that their | 
animal is closely related, but if they would only stop to | 
think what percentage of blood their animals carried of 
those ancestors, they wouldn’t be so crazy to buy. Then 
again it has happened where one man bought one cow to 
start in building a herd and he can get a few of her daugh- 
ters and in time build up a herd from her. In fact, | 
think most every breeder knows of some one or more than 
one that has started his herd this way, but just couldn't 
see their way clear at that time to do test work. Those 
cows and breeders would have been lost to the breed. Nov, 
when the larger breeder will stop pawning his scrub pure 
breds off on some young breeder and send them to the 
slaughter-house instead, and quit filling pedigrees with 
remote ancestors, and not make a man pay double fees 
because he wants to try out a heifer before she is regis- 
tered. In fact, if every man had a chance to try out his 
heifers before he registered them, it would stop a lot of 
scrub pure breds from being registered. 

Now, I don’t want to be classed as a knocker, but a 
booster. I have always adopted the slogan—The Holstein 
cow is not a rich man’s hobby, but a poor man’s friend

Letters, giving the results of produc- 
tion records on club heifers in that 
state, are now issued every other 
month. The May letter just received 
reports the production records for 
the months of March and April. For 
March, Holsteins hold strongly to the 
top four places, headed by the three- 
year-old of Erwin Lawrence of 
Salem County, who is credited with 
75.3 lbs. fat, 1,674 lbs. milk testing 
4.5% for the month. Edgar Skin- 
ner of Gloucester County comes next 
with a three-year-old producing 67.6 
lbs. fat, 1,931 lbs. milk testing 
3.5%. In third place is Walter 
Davis, also of Gloucester County, 
with 64.2 lbs. fat, 2,005 lbs. milk 
testing 3.02%, while Roland Simons 
of Sussex County ranks fourth with 
his nine-year-old Holstein producing 
63.1 lbs. fat, 1,467 lbs. milk testing 
4.3%. A Jersey breaks into fifth 
place with 61.1 lbs. fat, 1,054 Ibs. 
milk testing 5.8%. As always the 
majority of the Honor Roll is made 
up of Holsteins. 

For April, however, all breeds bow 
to a three-year-old Milking Short- 
horn just fresh who leads the list 
with 70.5 lbs. fat, 1,960 lbs. milk 
testing 3.02%, wile Roland Simmons 
George Jones of Gloucester County. 
Joseph Hoser, Warren County, is a 
close second, his three-year-old, also 
just fresh, producing 69.1 lbs. fat, 
1,920 lbs. milk with a 3.6% test.

Several others were suc- 
cessful in placing two or more of 
their herds on the Honor Roll these 
months. All records reported are 
made in C. T. A., Home Herd Test 
or are private records.

service on the Board was generally considered as a na- 
tional rather than a sectional representative on the Board 
and that he be elected to succeed himself, and the Secre- 
tary instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for him. This 
motion was carried with a few dissenting votes, as on the 
previous question. 

P. O. Holland of Minnesota then rose to a point of 
order as to the legality of the election as carried out in 
this way on the ground that this method of election re- 
quired unanimous consent and in both cases even one dis- 
senting vote would operate to block such a method of 
election. The Chair referred this question to Hon. O. U. 
Kellogg, counsel for the Association, who rendered the 
opinion that in a membership corporation the delegates 
may elect as they see fit. H. W. Cave of Kansas then 
moved the reelection of W. H. Mott of Kansas, but before 
putting this to a vote the Chair ruled that Mr. Holland’s 
point was well taken as to the necessity of unanimous 
consent before proceeding in this way and the whole 
question therefore reverted to its original status of the 
filling of four places on the Board of Directors from the 
five names nominated for the full four-year term, the two 
nominations for the unexpired terms in the meantime 
having been accepted unanimously. Then ensued some 
discussion as to the method of balloting and upon Mr. 
Noyes’ suggestion, ballots were distributed and then the 
roll called by states, state delegations coming forward as 
called to deposit their ballots in the ballot box in the front 
of the room. This method was followed and after some 
delay in completing the count, due to the complication of 
fractional votes in many cases where the entire delega- 
tion from one state was not present, the result was 
announced, with the election of H. V. Noyes of New York, 
190.6; Jacob Luscher of Oregon, 176.8; W. H. Mott of 
Kansas, 174.7; Martin Sheridan, Jr., of New Jersey, 127.1. 
This vote was a splendid tribute to the work of Mr. Noyes 
on the Board as he received 190.6 votes out of a total vote 
of 195 cast. 

The remaining business of the convention was the 
determination of the place for the 1933 convention. H. W. 
Allyn renewed the invitation given last year to meet in 
Chicago at the time of the Century of Progress Exposition, 
and the fitness of this action so appealed to everyone that 
it was unanimously adopted without the name of any other 
city being presented. While the meeting was waiting for 
the report of the tellers on the election of directors, Dean 
Van Norman spoke briefly in regard to the Century of 
Progress Exposition and described the plan for the dairy 
industry exhibit which is to be directed primarily to the 
consumer in the interest of increased consumption. Dean 
Van Norman requested some measure of financial support 
from the Association if possible, and Mr. Allyn of Illinois 
moved that it be the sense of this meeting that the 
Directors vote a contribution of $1,000 or as much as pos- 
sible to this purpose. Ed Estel, manager of the Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress, also spoke briefly, extending an 
invitation to attend the Waterloo show in October. Fol- 
lowing the report of the tellers on the election, the con- 
vention adjourned. 

Organization of Board 

The Board of Directors at its organization meeting 
immediately following the convention reappointed the 
same committees in general as for the previous year with 
James A. Reynolds as chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee for his fourteenth year; H. V. Noyes, chairman of 
the Finance Committee; W. S. Moscrip, chairman of Ex- 
tension Committee. Of the new directors, Mr. Sheridan 
was appointed to the Extension Committee and Mr. South- 
cott to the Finance Committee. The Board voted some 
further reductions in salaries, including Auditor R. R. 
deBergh, W. B. Barney (on a part-time basis); and also 
the pension for Superintendent Emeritus Malcolm H. 
Gardner. Upon the earnest request of the western dele- 
gates, it was voted to contribute a few thousand dollars 
to the Pacific Coast district to enable them to continue 
Mr. Mathiesen’s services as a field man in this extensive 
territory. 

Entertainment 

On Tuesday afternoon,.about 500 people enjoyed the 
hospitality of Wisconsin in a lovely trip which included 
an inspection of the abortion experiment being conducted 
by the University of Wisconsin and a dinner at Mendota 
State Hospital. This splendid meal was entirely Wiscon- 
sin grown except for the salt, pepper and coffee. W. S. 
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Moscrip gave a demonstration of herd classification and 
another feature of the program was the production guess- 
ing contest, won by Mrs. W. S. Kellogg of Connecticut. 
Band music was furnished from the State Industria] 
School and a double male quartette also added to the 
occasion, 

The annual banquet was held on Wednesday evening 
in the ballroom of the Hotel Loraine. Jerry Riordan 
officiated pleasingly as toastmaster and the principal 
address of the evening was given by President Thompson 
who described his recent visit in Europe. As a result of 
his observations, he believes that we have better dairy 
type, better health among our cattle, and our cattle have 
more like the old Holland type than the Holland cattle 
of today. Following the speaking program which was en- 
livened by some pleasing musical numbers, dancing was 
enjoyed from 9:30 until 1. 

Although inspection of the new office building at Madi- 
son was not given a formal place on the program, a large 
proportion if not all, of the delegates took an opportunity 
during the week to go through this splendid building. 
Members of Mr. Norton’s staff were present at all times to 
explain the work and system of records. Visiting dele 
gates also enjoyed a trip of inspection to the famous 
Monona Farm outside of Madison, as guests of the Quaker 
Oats Company, who maintain this as an experimental 
feeding farm. Every item of entertainment passed off 
enjoyably, and much credit is due to the various commit- 
tees of which the chairmen were Fred Southcott for the 
committee on arrangements, A. C. Oosterhuis for the 
committee on reception, W. L. Baird for the general com- 
mittee, A. O. Collentine for transporation, J. E. Mack for 
the dance, W. W. Kinyon for the banquet, and Mrs. J. E. 
Mack, ladies entertainment. 

Open Forum Day 

On Tuesday of Convention Week (May 31), the usual 
open forum discussion of the matters to come before the 
convention was held. The program was opened with an 
address of welcome by Dean Christensen, of the Wiscon- 
sin College of Agriculture, who discussed forcefully some 
of the present agricultural problems. His address covered 
three principal points, including the importance of knowing 
what the market desires, efficiency of production and 
efficient assembling and distribution of the product. He 
stressed the importance of placing a quality product on 
the consumer’s table as a means of encouraging greater 
consumption and creating a preference for our product in 
the mind of the consumer and encouraging a better price 
level. President Thompson responded briefly to the 
address of welcome, referring to the value of holding meet- 
ings in different sections of the country, paying a tribute 
to the personnel of the Association employees and the 
fine spirit they have shown during the past year. 

Prof. Roy T. Harris, of the University of Wisconsin, 
discussed Our Herd Test. He believes that the kind of 
record is much less important than the use to which it is 
put. He pointed out that the Herd Test is based upon two 
fundamental ideas, a record on every cow and elimination 
of inferior animals. He sees a need for both Advanced 
Registry and the Herd Test record. He referred to the 
fact that in Wisconsin there are now 7,000 registered Hol- 
steins on test in dairy herd improvement associations, 
which is five times as many as for all other forms of test- 
ing in that state combined. He concluded his remarks 
with a plea for more breeding associations. 

Prof. E. L. Anthony, of Michigan State College, referred 
to the fundamental change in the viewpoint of breeders in 
recognizing the value of mass testing rather than individ- 
ual testing. He referred to the Danish attitude toward 
testing programs, which is primarily the elimination of the 
bottoms of their herds, and urged our breeders to have a 
spirit of tolerance for the herd test and its development. 


Theodore S. Gold of Connecticut discussed the Herd 
Test from the breeder’s angle and reported that the work 
of keeping daily milk weights was objected to by some 
breeders and that he observed the bi-monthly test was 
not convenient for some. Mr. Gold is now using the bi- 
monthly test in his own herd on account of the smaller 
expense. They have always kept daily milk weights and 
believe the bi-monthly test to be just as accurate. He 
urged breeders to go into the Herd Test as a permanent 
year after year program and suggested that if the require- 
ment for daily milk weights was keeping some breeders out 
of it, he suggested that daily milk weights be not re 
quired by breeders not in a position to do it conveniently 
but that supervision be on a basis of at least six official

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test periods a year with one surprise test in addition. He 
sees great value in herd testing work from the standpoint 
of proven sire programs and raised the point that part of 
the cancellations we are getting in the Herd Test are for 
barren cows rather than entirely for inferior ones. 


In the open discussion which followed these three talks 
on the general subject of our Herd Test, Archie Allison of 
Wyoming urged the requirements and safeguards be not 
lessened but in the Advanced Registry work would like 
to see supervision changed so as to permit testing more 
cows daily where required in order to save expense to the 
owner. He reported fine sales resulting from test work in 
his herd. H. W. Allyn, of Rock River Farms, Illinois, 
urged liberalizing rules for the Herd Test. He pointed 
out that many farmers cannot see their way clear to keep 
daily milk weights on account of machine milking, etc., 
and believed that this change would help greatly to popw 
larize this form of testing. 


The next general subject of discussion was Sound Breed- 
ing Programs. Dr. R. R. Graves of the Bureau of Dairy- 
ing at Washington, was the first speaker, and he discussed 
the subject both from the angle of the individual and the 
Association. He described the true objective of the 
breeder as one in which he will strive to produce seed 
stock that will improve the great mass of cattle. He be- 
lieves that typeis not a guarantee of production, that line 
breeding and use of great producing dams also do not 
provide the answer to sound herd improvement but that 
the answer does lie in the use of the proven sire. He 
recognized the fact that there are not enough proven sires 
to go around and urged that in choosing young bulls the 
close-up inheritance be considered of greatest importance. 
Dr. Graves believes that type is more or less an inde- 
pendent hereditary character and that it is possible to 
breed type without production, and production without 
type. Selected records do not give a true picture of in- 
heritance so in the experimental work which is being 
carried on at the Government farms, they are not select- 
ing as a breeder would do in the improvement of his herd, 
but are carrying on their work with all of the offspring 
from their various matings in their search for facts. He 
believes that the best program is to breed primarily for 
production and to select for type. Dr. Graves would like to 
see the Association publish the records of the dams of 
the daughters of th sires listed in the Blue Book as a 
valuable aid to proper study and evaluation of these rec- 
ords. Dr. Graves discussed briefly some of the feeding 
experiments they are carrying on. He reported that cows 
fed on alfalfa hay alone and no grain produced about 30% 
less than with full feed but with butter fat selling at 30 
cents or under, these cows showed them more net profit. 
He stressed the fact that under such a feeding program, 
good quality of roughage is necessary. 


When asked for his definition of a proven sire, Dr. 
Graves pointed out that a sire may be proven either good 
or bad out the meritoriously proven sire is one that has 
increxsed production in enough daughters to prove out his 
inheritance. He mentioned six or more unselected dam- 
daughter combinations as necessary for reliable study. Dr. 
Graves upon being asked for his opinion of the LaMaster 
plan for comparing records with the averages of the 
breed, stated his belief that he did not consider it safe 
to rely upon averages in connection with studies of 
Mendelian inheritance. 


The next speaker on this subject was A. J. Glover, 
Editor of Hoard’s Dairyman. He stressed the fact that 
the fundamental purpose of testing is to take out the drag 
of the breed, in other words eliminate the low producers. 
He feels that we have not yet arrived at a point for adop- 
tion of any index of sires but that what we need now is 
more records and more careful study of records. He be- 
lives it a tragedy that we have been educated to think 
well only of 700-800-900-lb. fat producers when we haven't 
yet learned how to breed 300 and 300-lb. cows. 


The third speaker on this subject was Mark Keeney of 
Overbrook Dairy, New Jersey, who expressed his belief 
that it is time we did something about the breeding of 
better cattle. He stated that a sound breeding program is 
a sound testing program and he urged emphatically that 
breeders get out of their mind that a good cow is only one 
that makes 800 to 900 Ibs. fat and get into our minds that 
it takes a good two-year-old to make 300 Ibs. fat under 
every day conditions. He also raised the point that we 
are not making enough use of our farm bureau and college 
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extension men to promote Advanced Registry and herd 
testing. He urged breeders to go home and put their own 
herds on test, then to get their neighbors started and stir 
up dairy extension men along the same line. If we get 
enough records, then we can apply these thoughts on 
better breeding. 

At the afternoon session, Chief Reed, of the Bureau of 
Dairying, spoke briefly. He expressed his belief in the 
Herd Test now more than ever before. He feels it is too 
much to expect every breeder to go into it but that through 
education this work can be greatly increased. He urged 
our Association to settle down on what we have and not 
go on tinkering with the rules. We now have our Herd 
Test in very good shape but there is danger of putting the 
bars down too low. He particularly congratulated the 
Association upon its constructive programs of the past ten 
years. 

Former President A. A. Hartshorn, of New York, dis- 
cussed briefly some of the foundamental problems of the 
science of breeding yet to be solved, giving illustrations 
from his own experiences. 

The meeting then proceeded to discuss the items appear- 
ing in the Call. This preliminary discussing saves much 
time when the various matters come up for formal action 
in the convention the following day. In general, this dis- 
cussion forecast the action of the convention the next 
day and the details of this open forum discussion will, 
therefore, not be repeated in this connection. The meet- 
ing adjourned, after about two hours of discussion of these 
matters, for the trip to Mendota, described briefly else- 
where.

Calf Clubs 

There are now 2,991 members in our junior organiza- 
tion, 21 being admitted in May. During the first four 
months of this year our office certified to Secretary 
Seavern’s office more club members than for the entire 
year of 1931. This shows that calf club work is progress- 
ing at a splendid rate. We have 1,000 sets of calf club 
ribbons now on hand to fill orders for this year’s club 
shows. Twenty-one calf club news stories were prepared 
and released in May. 

Inquiries & Literature 

We are now feeling the full effect of our reduced ad- 
vertising schedule as the number of inquiries received has 
greatly diminished and consequently the amount of Hol- 
stein literature mailed out has decreased proportionately. 
In May 1931 we received 214 inquiries as compared with 
169 for this year. During the same period in 1931 we 
mailed out 10,311 pieces of literature as compared with 
2,873 for this year.

Chaffee as president was made by the Board of Directors 
which held a meeting on the way out to the convention 
when it was found that a majority of the directors were 
present. 



























For the third consecutive year the 
Fabius Farms Herd, owned by Mr. A. 
L. Jones of Three Rivers, Michigan, 
was first in butterfat production in 
the St. Joseph County D. H. I. A., with 
an average production of 459.57 Ib. 
putterfat and an average of 13,808 lbs. 
of milk from an average herd of 26.58 
cows. This herd for several years has 
also been tested in the Holstein Frie- 
sian Herd Improvement Registry and 
is one of thirteen herds in Herd Im- 
provement Registry to average over 
400 lbs. of fat for four years. 

The production per cow has _ in- 
creased each year for the past six 
years, as indicated by the following 
tabulation of D. H. I. A. records:

Similarly, the herd improvement 


registry records show a consistent im- 
provement. 

Culling in this herd has been based 
upon three factors, namely, the health 
of the individual cows, production and 
type. 

All trace of contagious abortion has 


been eradicated by blood testing, 
segregation and disposal, although 
this necessarily resulted in a num- 


ber of the best producers being con- 
signed to the butcher’s block. The 
herd is also tuberculosis-free and has 
been Federal Accredited since 1926. 

The management has. established 
production limits, requiring that all 
cows retained in the herd make a 
record of at least 400 pounds of but- 
terfat on a mature basis. This mini- 
mum requirement will be raised to 500 
pounds as soon as practical. 
Naturally, it is more difficult to in- 
crease the production from a high 
point than from a low point and the 
introduction of many heifers into the 
herd adds to the difficulty in raising 
the minimum requirement very 
rapidly, and also adds to the difficulty 
in showing further large increases in 
average production. 

Fabius Farms have joined the ranks 
of “Michigan Preferred Holstein 
Breeders” and accordingly will not 
sell as a registered animal any female 
that fails to equal or exceed the mini- 
mum amount of butterfat required for 
entry to Advanced Registry and will 
register no bulls whose dams test 
under 3%, and fail to meet the pro- 
duction requirements as specified in 


Michigan Preferred Holstein Breed- 
er’s agreement. 
No cows officially classified lower 


than ‘“‘good” are retained in the herd. 

As far as practical, and consistent 
with production and type require- 
ments, animals selected to remain in 
the herd are selected according to 
blood lines so that the herd will be 
built upon the best foundation cows; 
and by the use of outstanding sires 
improvement should be made _ from 
generation to generation.

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On the day following the annual 
convention, the annual cooperative 
sale was held. This year’s event could 
hardly be called national in scope as 
the consignor support came largely 
from Wisconsin and Illinois, with a 
few head from Iowa, Minnesota and 
Maryland. The sale committee labored 
under considerable difficulty in filling 
out the required number, and while 
the resulting quality was not out- 
standing, it was at least creditable 
and contained many splendid offer- 
ings. The prices paid were dis- 
appointly low, but the offering was 
widely distributed, the sixty head 
going to buyers in eight states and 
the District of Columbia. Over a third 
of the offering was taken by eastern 
buyers. The total for the sale was 
$7,660 for 60 head—a general average 
cf $127.67. The top animal of the 
sale was the four-year-old bull, Carna- 


tion Inka Prince, at a price of $600. 
He is a son of Sir Inka May out of 
Idleaze Pontiac Lass, famous 42-lb. 


daughter of King of the Pontiacs, and 
dam of the world’s champion senior 
two-year-old for milk production in 
yearly test. This bull was consigned 
by Baltz Hoesly, Monticello, Wis., and 
it is understood that his young daugh- 
ters in the Hoesly herd show rare 
promise. The purchaser was Alfred 
L. Godfrey, Elkhorn, Wis. We are 
since advised that Mr. Hoesly has 
arranged to keep a half-interest in this 
promising son of Sir Inka May for 
later use in his herd. Silver Glen 
Farm secured second highest price of 
the sale ($310) for the yearling bull, 
King Segis Fobes Della Homestead, a 


son of King Abbekerk Segis Fobes 
out of Belle Pontiac Homestead 
Neeltje (913 lbs. fat, 29,688.5 lbs. 


milk) the second dam having 958 lbs. 
fat and 28,787.5 lbs. milk. The pur- 
chasers were Keenan Bros., Leland, 
Ill. 

The top price for females was $260 
for the nine-year-old cow, Rock Vale 
Pietertje Homestead Maid, a grand 
individual with an 800-lb. fat record 
just finishing. She was consigned by 
Wisconsin State Reformatory, Green 
Bay, Wis., and purchased by Dunlog- 
gin, Elicott City, Md. 

The analysis of the sale catalog 
shows that thirty-eight females in 
milk brought an average of $119.74. 
These included twelve females with 
long-time records averaging $135.83,, 
one with a 7-day record at $210, three 
with Herd Test records and five with 
C. T. A. records. The balance were 
from long-time record dams mostly 
and the price range for the entire lot 
was from $260 down to $55. Seven 
bred yearlings averaged $100.71, while 
a heifer calf brought $75. Thirteen 
bulls averaged $180.38, and included 
five from 7-day record dams at an 
average of $199 ($55-$600) and eight 
from long-time record dams at an

Pa., for $225. 

Another headliner was Lady Sylvia 
Dewdrop, Gold Medal daughter of Sir 
Sylvia Dewdrop, purchased by Her- 
shey Estates, Hershey, Pa., at $300. 
She has 819 lbs. fat, 20,192 bs. milk, 
showing a test of 4.06% fat in 365 
days, as well as an earlier record of 
725.6 lbs fat, 19,066 lbs. milk. Her 
son, Llenroec Jemima Admiral, just a 
year old, topped the bull section at 
$430, going to M. V. Brubaker, New 
Holland, Pa. He is sired by Lienroc 


Jemima Paul, a grandson of River- 
side Sir Aaggie De Kol, sire of 
Llernoc Johanna Rue Alcartra with 
944 lbs. fat. The two nearest dams of 
Llenroc Jemima Admiral both have 
over 800 lbs. fat and both average 
over 4% test. Llenroc Jemima Pau- 
line, a daughter of Lady Sylvia Dew- 
drop and a full sister to the top bull, 
brought $360 on the bid of Elias E. 
Garber, Elizabethtown, Pa. 

The heaviest purchaser in point of 


dollars was Charles J. Knoell, Tona- 
wanda, New York, who took four 
head at $1,105. W. E. Rutter, York, 


Pa., took the largest number of head 
with six at $1,085, and Hershey Es- 
tates, Hershey, Pa., selected five head 
at $1,035.

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Among Wisconsin Breeders 
By MILTON H. BUTTON, State Secretary 


J. F. Schmidt & Sons, Randolph, 
Wisconsin, owners of Bonnie Meade 
Stock Farm, have been breeding 
Holsteins since 1904. At that time 
Mr. Schmidt purchased a herd sire, 
Sir Johanna De Kol Wit 2d and two 
pure bred cows of Homestead breed- 
ing. These foundation animals, 
however, were not located at Bonnie 
Meade Farm but were kept by Mr. 
Schmidt on a cut-over farm near 
Marshfield, Wis. Here Mr. Schmidt 
was confronted with the problem of 
clearing land, raising feed, putting 
up buildings and developing his Hol- 
stein herd. How well he succeeded 
is best told by the fact that after 
getting well established he sold in 
six years over $30,000 worth of 
breeding stock, which enabled him 
to purchase Bonnie Meade Stock 
Farm. 

Johanna Hengerveld Artis 226347 
is one of the greatest cows ever de- 
veloped by Mr. Schmidt. She made 
a 7-day record of 29.53 lbs. butter 
from 613.4 lbs. milk and finished the 
year with 18,780 lbs. milk and 629 
lbs. fat. This record was made on 
three times a day milking with 
Johanna running in the pasture with 
the herd. The breeding of Johanna 
is worthy of note in that her grand- 
dam is Jessie Griep 3d, whose sire 
also sired Tillie Alcartra, and her 
grandsire was Sir Johanna De Kol 
Wit 2d whose dam is a sister to 
Spring Brook Bess Burke. His sire 
is a brother to Johanna De Kol Van 
Beers, the first 40-lb. cow. 


Mr. Schmidt has tested four cows 
and five two-year-olds in the 365- 
day division. These nine head all 
made remarkably even records. The 
average for the nine head tested was 
16,205.4 lbs. milk and 535.7 lbs. fat. 

In the Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion the herd, with over half in 
heifer form, finished with an average 
of 321.7 lbs. fat. Calamity Pet 
Douglas Ormsby led the herd with 
12,591 lbs. milk, a 4.15% test and 
523.4 lbs. fat on twice a day milk- 
ing. 

The Schmidt family is in 4-H Club 
work. A daughter is now president 


of the local club and Mrs. Schmidt 
is one of the local leaders. With 
his sons, Mr. Schmidt has helped 


them establish a herd of their own 
by giving them a good calf and al- 
lowing them to keep all offspring as 


their own. He also practiced a simi- 
lar plan with his neighbors’ while 
living near Marshfield. He would 


sell cows to the neighbors, allowing 
them to pay for them with the off- 


spring. In this way several new 
breeders were established. 
On three different occasions Mr. 


Schmidt has exhibited at the Central 
Wisconsin State Fair, winning in all 


eighteen firsts, seven seconds and 
three thirds. In 1915 at this fair 
a class for type and production was 
held. Johanna Arpin’ Dutchess and 


Johanna Lucy Best won the type and 
production class for Mr. Schmidt. 

A great line of herd sires have 
been used on Bonnie Meade Stock 
Farm. The first sire, Sir Johanna 





De Kol Wit 2d was followed by 
Maple Crest De Kol Banostine of 
Hengerveld De Kol breeding. He in 
turn was followed by Sir Bess Pie- 
tertje Fobes out of Johanna Henger- 
veld Artis, bred by Mr. Schmidt. 
His son, Sir Bess Pietertje Fobes 
6th was also used as a herd sire. 
Daughters of King Alcartra Wayne 
Korndyke, a 33-lb. bull, are now in 
the herd. 


The present sire is Waushara 
Fobes Artis, a grandson of Ambassa- 
dor Fobes whose fine daughters with 
square bags are doing very well in 
the herd. 

The grand old cow, Crescent 
Beauty Walker Segis, is very prop- 
erly the pride of the herd at the 
farm of Anthes and Ouwinell, Fort 
Atkinson. In six consecutive years 
of Herd Improvement Association 
work Crescent Beauty has an aver- 
age record of 658 lbs. fat from over 


14,000 lbs. milk with an average 
test of 4.68%. Before the Herd 
Improvement Registry test was 
adopted by the National Association, 
Wisconsin sponsored a Herd Im- 
provement Registry test very simi- 
lar to the one now in use. That 


year the herd owned by Anthes and 
Ouwinell led the test with a record 
of 444 lbs. fat average on a herd of 
twenty cows.

As a two-year- 
old she made a very successful show 
season, again being mentioned as an 
All-American possibility. Holwis 
Beauty was traded to Maytag for 
their present herd sire, Prince Piebe 
Ormsby Inka who was sired by a 
1,171-lb. son of Sir Inka May, now 


in use by Maytag Farm, Newton, 
Iowa. The dam of Prince Piebe 
Ormsby Inka has 1,047 lbs. butter 


as a three-year-old. 
Holwis Beauty and daughters of 
Crescent Beauty Segis Pontiac 
make up the present milking herd. 

For twelve years now some mem- 
ber of the Charles R. Fleming fam- 
ily, Jefferson, Wisconsin, has been 
active in Calf Club work. In 1919 
the oldest son, Robert, was a mem- 
ber of the first Calf Club of that 
community. Since then Horace, 
Eugene, Irene, Edna, Marie and 
Stuart have successfully shown their 
calves at local, county and national 
club round-ups. For the past seven 
years a club calf from this herd has 
been exhibited at the Wisconsin 
State Fair and this is the fifth suc- 
cessive year that club calves from 
this herd have represented Wiscon- 
sin at the National Dairy Show. 

In 1926 the local “Right Way” 
4-H Club made a record that has not 
been equalled in Wisconsin: -That 
year a junior Holstein calf and a 
junior Guernsey calf from the local

Fair Club and also in the open class. 
The present milking herd on the 
Fleming farm was sired by Sir Bess 
Thomas C. Conlin & Son, Columbus, 
Burke Ormsby who was bred by 
Wisconsin, and whose dam, Ormsby 
Black Lady has a record of 32.75 
lbs. butter from 552.8 lbs. milk. 
Sir Triune Pansy 39th is the jun- 
ior herd sire. This son of the famous 
Pansy bull is from a cow in the Mil- 
ford Meadow Farms whose record is 
549.1 lbs. fat from 14,823 lbs. milk. 
The herd was under test for three

More than one hundred Holstein 
breeders from over the state attended 
the big two-day event recently held 
under the auspices of the Stanislaus 
County Holstein Breeders Association. 
During the first day visits were made 
to the leading herds in the vicinity of 
Modesto and Turlock. An _ informal 
banquet was held in the evening, at 
which time the state meeting was 
held. The second day was devoted to 





a consignment sale of animals from 
many lof the leading herds in the 
state.

McDonalds Wins Court Case 

An unusual case and one which will 
interest breeders everywhere occured 
recently in Newton Sussex County, 
when George P. McDonalds of Branch- 
ville sued Henry Becker and _ Son, 
Metropolitan Milk dealers to recover 
loss sustained when the Creamery- 
man cut the price of milk. 

Evidence showed the Creameryman 
posted a price notice at the Creamery 
demanding high test milk, and for 
which a given price, understood to 
hold for thre months was offered. The 
Creameryman demanded 3.8%. The 
evidence showed he urged the farmer 
to make changes in his herd and that 
the farmer had met these require- 
ments, shortly following which there 
was a reduction in the price an- 
nounced by the Creameryman. 

The suit was won by the farmer in 
the account of $520.49 damages, plus 
interest since January lst last. Dairy- 
men throughout the County are over- 
joyed at the verdict. A precedent has 
been set which may have far reaching 
effect. One additional farmer has 
entered a similar suit. 

While there was no written contract 
between the Creameryman and these 
dairymen, the Court held that the 
understanding as to price was binding 
in view of the expense to the farmer 
to meet these requirements in con- 
templation of the demand, and that 
price announced by the Creamery- 
man, and the actual delivery and 
acceptance of the milk constituted a 
contract.

Penalty Fees for Recording Females Ke 















Effective June 1, 1932 To January 1, 1933 


Breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle now have 7 months, or from June 1, 1932 to January 
1, 1933, to register females, regardless of age, at single fees—$1 to members and $2 to non-mem- 
bers. During this period the penalty fees on applications for the registration of females over one 
year old have been suspended. 


An Opportunity to Save Money 


This temporary 50% reduction in fees is made to encourage the immediate registration of 
worthy females that have passed the age when single fees would ordinarily be required. Not in 
over 35 years has it been possible to record females over a year of age at such low rates. 


Act Promptly — Time Limited 


A resolution adopted at the Annual Convention of the Association, June 1, 1932, authorized 
this suspension of penalty fees, effective only during the remainder of 1932, after which time for- 
mer rates automatically become effective. 


If advantage is taken of these reduced rates at once, or during the coming weeks of the sum- 
mer months, certificates can be issued promptly. Those who put off filing their applications until 
near the close of the period are likely to have to wait for their certificates because this extra 
registration coming in December, normally a heavy registration month, will in all probability 
swamp the Secretary’s office. Annoying delays may be prevented by filing applications during 
the quiet summer months. 


Tell your neighbors about this temporary suspension of penalty fees that they too may 
register their females at a minimum of cost.

the past year. Considering the actual 
price of fat in the state in 1930 this 
meant an additional income of $25,- 
900,000 for that year than would have 
been the case had they not had cow 
testing associations. 

Mr. E. G. Gordon, Dairy Specialist 
of the Extension Service, of Berkeley 
complimented the breeders on having 
14% of their cows in the state in cow 
testing associations. A record un- 
equalled by another state. He stated 
that the past ten years we had 
naturally stressed the culling of the 
poorer cows, and that this program 
would go on but that he would predict 
that the next ten years would see a 
most wonderful growth in the better 
breeding of pure bred cattle. 





PURE BRED HOLSTEINS ARE 
BEST 


That pure bred Holsteins are 11 
times as likely to be high producers 
as are grades and are much better 
under farm conditions than are cows 
of other breeds, is indicated by the 
report of the Illinois College of Agri- 
culture on the 104 cows producing 450 
pounds or more of butterfat in the 
first nine months of 1931. 

Of the 104 animals, three are of 
mixed breeding. The balance include 
66 pure bred Holsteins and 24 grade 
Holsteins, 3 pure bred Jerseys and 2 
grade Jerseys, 1 pure bred Guernsey 
and 2 grade Guernseys, and 3 grade 
Brown Swiss. 

The latest available census figures 
(1920) show that 68% of the pure bred 
dairy cattle in Illinois are Holsteins, 
nearly 22% are Jerseys, 34%% are 
Brown Swiss, and 34% are Guern- 
seys. The actual figures show that 
66 of the 70 or 94% are Holsteins and 
that the Guernseys and Jerseys are 
represented by one-third and one-fifth 


respectively of their proportionate 
numbers. 
As there are approximately four 


times as many grade cows in C. T. A. 
as there are pure breds, the fact that 
66 of the 90 Holstein cows on the 450- 
pound fat list are pure bred indicates 
that a pure bred Holstein is 11 times 
as likely to attain high butterfat pro- 
duction records as is a grade. Similar 
results have been repeatedly demon- 
strated in Wisconsin.

Texas Cow Makes National Record 
Beth De Kol Segis, owned by 
Price’s Dairy Farm at Vinton, Texas. 
has completed her fifth yearly record 
on three milkings a day with a pro- 
duction of 23,295.5 pounds of 3.5% 
milk and 814.4 pounds of fat. Her 
average production for five years is 
23,056 pounds of milk and _ 798 
pounds of fat which is a _ national 
record for cows in Class B. 
New State Leaders 

Fredmar Belle Korndyke, bred 
and owned by Fredmar Farms at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Missouri, has made a 
new state record for both milk and 
fat as a senior 3-year-old on four 
milkings a day. She is credited with 
24,680.9 pounds of milk and 781.8 
pounds of fat. 

Newberry Canary Girl, bred and 
owned by the State Hospital at New- 
berry, Michigan, has broken the 
state yearly record for butterfat in 
the junior 2-year-old division on 
four milkings a day. Her production 
was 22,022.7 pounds of 3.5% milk 
and 781 pounds of fat. 

Redfield Bess Diana Piebe now 
holds the South Dakota state record 
in the senior 83-year-old yearly divi- 
sion on four times a day milking. 
She was bred and is owned by the 
State School and Home for Feeble 
Minded at Redfield. Her record is 
20,892.4 pounds of 3.9% milk and 
817.6 pounds of fat. 

One of the finest herds of pure 
bred Holsteins in the South is being 
developed at the University of Ten- 
nessee at Knoxville. A cow of their 
own breeding, U. T. Star Acme Lady, 
has broken the state record for but- 
terfat production for the Holstein 
breed by yielding 25.927 pounds of 
milk and 910.3 pounds of fat. 

Matilda Mercedes Ormsby, bred 
and owned by John Zoberlin of Ply- 
mouth, Wisconsin, is the state leader 
in her division for junior 4-year- 
olds milked three times a day for 
a year. She produced 23,599.2 
pounds of 3.7% milk and 862.9 
pounds of fat. 

Lady Cornflower Fobes, also bred 
and owned by John Zoberlin of Ply- 
mouth, Wisconsin, sets a new state 
butterfat mark in the junior 2-year- 
old class on three milkings a day 
for a year. She produced 22,681.9 
pounds of 3.5% milk and 797.5 
pounds of fat. 

The Colorado state butterfat rec- 
ord for a junior 2-year-old on four 
milkings a day for a year has been 
broken by Woodcraft Hazel Sun- 
flower owned by the Woodmen Sana- 
torium at Woodmen. She is credited 
with 20,118.8 pounds of 3.7% milk 
and 747.6 pounds of fat. 

Holsteins as Butterfat Producers 

Apparently a good many begin- 
ners in the dairy business have the 
impression that Holsteins yield a lot 
of milk, but do not produce much 
butterfat. In order to correct this 
thought it is well to keep in mind 
the following facts. 

1. The seven highest‘ butterfat 
record cows in the United States are 
all Holsteins. 

2. Eighty per cent of the cows in 
the United States producing in ex- 
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cess of 1,000 pounds of fat in a 
year are Holsteins.

Milk for Athletes 
The following interesting story 
appeared in the March 18 issue of 
the Iowa City Press-Citizen pub- 
lished at Iowa City, lowa: 
“Pet theory of the coach that 
whole milk will ‘slow up’ athletes 
has the scientific substantiation of 


a University of Iowa staff physician 
who once was an athlete himself. 

Dr. L. B. Hanson, physician in the 
division of physical education, de- 
clares, however, that it is the fat of 
the milk, not the milk sugar, which 
makes the athlete sluggish and leads 
to coaches’ condemnation of all 
milk. 

Selective breeding of dairy cows 
to produce a milk of high butterfat 
content and city ordinances which 
compel a high content have collab- 
orated to ruin whole milk for ath- 
letes, according to Dr. Hanson. 

“Milk originally contained 
two parts of carbohydrates to 
part of fat; now the better grades 
contain as high as two parts of fat 
to each part of carbohydrate,’ the 
university physician said. But the 
young athlete does not need to avoid 
milk altogether, as some rigid 
trainers now do. Partially skimmed 
milk or buttermilk is permissible, 
and Holstein milk with its lower fat 
content is desirable. 

College and high school men need 


about 
each 


about 3,500 to 4,000 calories per 
day and all training diets should 
contain ample protein derived from 


such sources as skimmed milk, lean 
meat, fish, eggs, chicken, shell fish, 
and beans, declared Dr. Hanson. 


Prilly Pietertje Alcartra owned by 
Hansen & Merner, Cedar Falls Iowa, 
has become the second highest record 
cow in the state in the 305-day divi- 
sion, with a production of 740.6 lbs. 
fat from 19,022.5 Ibs. milk, average 
test 3.9%.

years.
